Mr. McNabb, who is known 
to all radioland through his broad- 
casting on KHJ, also gave a formula 
for the destruction of slugs and 
snails, i. e., heaping tablespoon of 
calcium arsenate to 1 pound of bran, 
made into a mash. The destroying 
insects were divided into the sucking 
and-leaf-eating. For the former he 
advised 20 drops of black leaf forty 
to one quart of water, and to be used 
in a spray—aphis requiring two or 
three doses per week. For the latter, 
arsenate of lead in a spray solution 
was stated as effective.

the principle of heating the oil and 
creating a gas, the latter burning 
without smoke. This is accomplish- 
ed by two^ fires—a fire burning .on 
top of the oil in, the,tank, 
which 


creates the gas later raising through 
an elbow-shaped box, which, is mixed 
with, air and. bums as 6. "lassy" gas 
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;eatei< 'a?eWSsll oil consumption f 


great heat-generating capacity; ab- 
sence of smoke, 'and long life for the 
stack. It meets the requirements of 
growers • who want an open, • lazy 
flame. Due to position of stack it 
is impossible for carbon to drop into 
bowl, thereby eliminating "slush" 
in bowl. Not the least important is 
that this new stack is designed to 
fit on the present Supply company 8- 
gallon bowls.

enough money with which to pay for food: Those who 
teem in China end India, the teemiest spots on earth, are 
not able. 


Facing this problem of inability to buy food because 


of low earning capacity, the statistical prophet—he was 
talking to a statistical society—expressed the opinion that 
food would have to be standardized and the moving about 
of population from country to country stopped. Man 
would have to be handled like a coop of chickens, each unit 
in its own coop and fed standard Nations. Apparently he 
visualizes a highly communistic social order, with govern- 
ments able to dictate what the ground shall yield, what the 
factories shall produce, what the people shall wear and eat", 
and where they shall live. This is not a specially alluring 
prospect for those of us who expect to be here a century 
hence. 


He arrives at this conclusion in a purely statistical way. 


In 1800 there were 850,000,000 human beings in the world, 
he says—this gives China and India far fewe1- than now, 
with no great change in living conditions to cause it—and 
in 1900 there were 1,600,000,000. If we go on doubling 
every century we shall in time have to build projecting 
platforms from the earth's surface for people to roost upon. 
One of the troubles with statistical prophecy is that it gets 
ITS into all sorts of absurd situations. 
One of the benefits 


of a shortage of food would be better health. We eat too 
much and die too soon. But if we eat less and live longer 
we would but hasten the congestion of population, making 
the evil still worse. If Mr. Edison will perfect, that ma- 
chine for talking with the dead we would like to use it a 
few centuries hence to talk back to earth and say, "I told 
you so!" 


One of the causes of lawlessness in this country is that 


—there are too many laws. The more laws there arc the 


more chance there is of people breaking them. But the 
trouble with most laws seemp to be that no sooner are 
they on the statute book than someone comes along with 
another law calculated to sap and undermine them and 
render tLem innocuous or useless. 


A gentleman of the name of Bumble once declared in a 


moment of irritation that the "law was an ass"—which 
was rather a sweeping statement, as Bumble included all 
law iit his classification. But if Bumble was right it only 
goes to show that law only partakes of the assininity of 
its makers. But even so, as long as a law stands on the 
statute book, it ought to be respected. And if it is not a 
good law, no shorter way of proving its unfitness can be 
found than that of enforcing it. 


Every state, upon analysis of its statutes, would find 


many enactments that have become obsolete or have proved 
impracticable. A judicious redding up of the accumulated 
legislation of the last hundred years or so might do much 
to clear the way for a better state of things. What is good 
and sound and workable may be retained, and all that 
makes for the public good. 


That there is an alarming slackness in the administra- 


tion of the law in this country cannot be denied. There 
are too many sources of defeating the ends of justice which 
are get-at-able by those interested. Pressure is brought to 
bear in quarters where it should never be tolerated, and 
many a crime goes unpunished. Better to have a few laws 
that are effective and properly enforced, than a conglomer- 
ation of half-baked legislation that is worse than useless.— 
Dearborn Independent.

tion and processes with mystery.

has been announced solemnly and 
sepulchrally from the hollow deeps 
of 
self-constituted 
oracles, 
that 


Americans are not the sort of peo- 
ple who possess the genius for co- 
operation. 
We have been assured 


that they are too individualistic, too 
loath to yield any part of their in- 
dependence and initiative. 


People who indulge this kind of 


nonsense invariably assume tkat co- 
operation is a new. and comparative- 
ly untried formula. 
Their whole 


treatment of it proves that they havo 


be placed as soon as possible on a 
basis of the utmost stability and 
security. 
This I am convinced we 


shall best accomplish by developing 
the broadest and soundest programs 
of co-operative marketing. 


Firmly as I believe in this pro- 


cedure, and unqualified as is my con- 
fidence in the ability of our farming 
community to formulate and admin- 
ister such a program, I want to make 
plain that I am no blind believer in 
any magical attributes of the co- 
operative proceeding.

So long as the great majority of 
farmers were making a good living 
from their year-by-year production 
and at the same time laying by for- 
unes in the increase of their land 
values, there was little need for ex- 
jeriments in co-operation. But with 
he epoch of high taxes, high wages 
and increased costs of living that 


e with the war, the increase of 


land values to unprecedented figures 
las become rather a liability than an 
asset. 
If there had beea no war 


with its urge for increased produc 
tion, we would by this time probo.bly 
have quietly entered upon a new 
phase of our agricultural experience 
wherein we would have become- an 
importer rather than an exporter o 
most farm products. In that situa 
tion, our farmers would have been 
able to incease their prices to a level 
commensurate with the 
scale of 


wages, living costs and general econ- 
omic 
conditions of 
the 
country. 


Whenever we become an agricultural 
importing country, that will be the 
effect. But there will be a transition 
period, marked by 
alterations of 


exporting 
and 
importing, 
during 


which we may expect at times vio- 
lent and wide fluctuations in prices. 
In such a period, it will be of espec- 
ial advantage to the farmer to be 
able to hold his products for the 
most advantageous market. 
To be 


compelled to sell hurriedly will in- 
volve danger of serious losses; to 
be able to hold will be the best pro- 


tion can do. It will serve both the 
seller and the buyer. 
Under wise 


leadership, it will succeed. 
More 


than anything eke we need a gen- 


of farmers trained to co- 


operation; and to get that we need] 
able, courageous, determined leader- 
ship, and most of all leadership that 
will not desert the farmer but 
stay by him.—Citrus Leaves.
